FARMERS STAND TO LOSE IF 
THRESHING DONE BEFORE 
GRAIN DRY 


Agcnt .1 of Alberta Wheat Pool el¬ 
evators have been advised as follow's: 

Past experience has taught that 
fr.r.ncrs become extremely anxious to 
thresh their grain when it is once 
considered in lit condition to thresh 
regardless of the weather conditions 
thereafter. 

Now .during the past week or ten 
days, rain has fallen intermittently 
over most of the province, thereby 
retarding threshing, and we are con¬ 
cerned over the situation because 
some growera will resume robbing 
before the grain is dry and fit for 
warehousing, consequently grading 
tough and, in some cases damp. 

There is a responsibility in point¬ 
ing out to our members and growers 
in general the disastrous effect of 
threshing before their grain is thor¬ 
oughly dry and mature. First, the 
grain may deteriorate before being 
unloaded and dried. Second, in view

Osteomyelitis is an acute infection 
trhich occurs in a bone. It develops 
luickly and is each year, the cause of 
oss of life or of extensive injury be¬ 
aus* treatment is not secured at or 
e. In a disease of this type, which 
[evelops so rapidly, the delay of even 
, few hours leads to serious or fatal 
onsequences. 

Pains in a child’s arms or legs 
hould always be regarded seriously,

ng pains;” children do not have 
tains or aches just because they arc 
rowing. 

When a child has pains in the ext¬ 
remities, that child should be examin 
d in order to find out definitely and 
rithout delay what is the cause of 
he pain. Pain does not occur without 


a cause. It is the danger signal whi< 
natrre uses to inform us that some¬ 
thing is wrong. 

Osteomyelitis is usually pr;c;ded 
' by an injury which may be only slip 
ht. Ths injury apparently lowers the 
resistance of the affected area, ar.d 
germs which are of the type which 
cause infection have their chance t 
gain a foothold. The germs multiply 
rapidly, first of all causing inflam- 
' matlon, then pus and finally destruc¬ 
tion of tissue. Unless proper treat¬ 
ment is given prompty, the patient is 
simply overwhelmed with the poisons 
produced as a result of the activity cf 
the germs. * * 

The germs are carried to the part 
affected in the blood stream. The.' 
may come from any part of the body 
iD which they have been lodged, such 
an a boil, an infected throat or an in 
fectcd blister on the heel. The germ- 
are there aM when the opportunit' 
occurs they cause terrific damage if 
treatment docs not intervene. 

In most cas 28 the pain comes or 
suddenly and is severe. The most com 
•non location is near a joint of ono of 
the long bones. The spot is tender and 
there is fever. It is at this time that 
treatment should start.

WHAT THE GOLD STANDARD U 

The gold standard of exchange is 
normally in use by virtually every 
civilized nation of the wot 13. It U 
predicted on the fact that pap r • *.on 
ey of a country’s bank of issue )3 r:- 
deemable in gold on demand. 

The suspension of gold payments 
in Great Britain means that the Bank 
of England is not bound now under 
an act of parliament of 1925 to buy 
gold bullion of stipulated standards 
for three pounds, 17 shillings, 10 Vi 
nonce per troy ounce. This, in offer t, 
has resulted in the ritish pound sterl¬ 
ing bring equivalent normally to 
M-RGK. 

In the foreign exchange market 
rccontlv, with the pound sterrn«r 
available below its gold paritv. in 
relation to other currenc’es, it l as 
been profitable for banks to acquire 
sterling pounds in the market, con¬ 
vert them into gold at paritv. and 
then convert the gold into other cur¬ 
rencies by exporting the gold. 

The pound sterling was pegged 4 n 
New York durlrg the war* at $4.70 
It reached this artificial height by 
means of securities sale of dollars 
held by British citizens. 

In 1919, it was decided to remove 
the support, and the sterling dropped 
until finally In 1919 it hit a new low 
of $3.19.

Tie ns 
close to the heads as practical to 
hold the straw together. Figure on 
GO to 100 sheaves. In case of wheat 
each will provide for 4 to 6’ j pounds 
of nice grain. Oats will provide about 
a pound an,] a half lighter yield, end 
barley about the same 8fl cats. It 
I will be explained later how most of 
| the tedious work of hand-picking 
may be eliminated by having plenty 
of volume to work on. 

If it is decided to leave the sheav¬ 
es in the open field be s: re to have 
ample and safe covering for protec¬ 
tion ffom the night dew or sudden 
changes in weather. The writer nev¬ 
er takes any chances with a beauti¬ 
ful and hard earned sample. He tal¬ 
es the sheaves into a well ventilate' 1 
shed or granary, away frem direct 
exposure, where they may b3 placed 
in open stook formation on the drv 
ground or floor, or if there is r.ti’l 
clanger of excessive moisture evapor¬ 
ation from the straw, he hangs them 
up, heads down.
